SUBJECT: Types of Occupations at Closure for Clients Rehabilitated 


by State Rehabilitation Agencies in Fiscal Years 1973 and 1974 


CONTENT: The employment of handicapped individuals is the main 
goal of the State-Federal Program of Vocational 
Rehabilitation. Until the disabled client is placed into 
gainful, suitable and satisfying employment, rehabilitation 
cannot be considered complete. 


The present report displays 59 occupational categories into 
which persons were rehabilitated during Fiscal Years 1973 
and 1974, on a national basis. These occupations span the 
gamut of employment activity and reflect differences in the 
Shi Ulene work ‘experience, needs and impairments of the clients 
themselves. 


The 59 occupations are displayed under three very broad 
headings. They are: industrial occupations which now 
encompass about two of every six rehabilitated clients; 
non-industrial occupations, accounting for three rehabili- 
tations in six; and all other occupations such as home- 
IMeaking, unpaid family work and certain kinds of sheltered 
workshop work not classifiable elsewhere. This third 
broad category is uniquely recognized by the rehabilitation 
program and includes about one rehabilitated client in 
every six. : 


The data for this report were obtained from computer 
tabulations of Form RSA-300 information. They do not 
appear torrerlect the influx.of growing tumbers of the 
severely disabled into State agency caseloads.

Table 1 - Trends: Fiscal Year 1967 to Fiscal Year 1974 


The proportions of rehabilitated clients falling into the occupational 
categories listed in Table 1 varied gradually during the Fiscal 
Year 1967 to Fiscal Year 1974 period. 


Unskilled industrial occupations, currently the single largest broad 
category of placement for rehabilitated clients, displayed the most 
growth during the eight-year period, rising from 16.9 percent in 
Fiscal Year 1967 to 20.6 percent in Fiscal Year 1974. 


Meanwhile, the proportion of service occupations (now the second most 
common source of employment for rehabilitated clients) dropped from 
23.4 percent in Fiscal Year 1967 to 20.4 percent in Fiscal Year 1974. 


These opposing trends in service and unskilled industrial occupations 
were mainly responsible for the growth in industrial occupations 
relative to non-industrial occupations. In Fiscal Year 1967, the ratio 
of industrial to non-industrial occupations stood at 0.55 to 1; by 
Fiscal Year 1974, it was 0.69 to l. 


Placements into professional, technical and managerial occupations 
generally increased during the period, reaching its highest proportion 
in Fiscal Year 1972 (11.2 percent). 


In Fiscal Year 1971 homemakers reached their highest level of representa- 
tion among total rehabilitations (15.8 percent) for the eight-year period. 
Since then, the proportion of homemakers has declined, standing at 13.6 
percent in 1974. This downtrend may soon be halted, however, as 
increasing numbers of the severely disabled enter State agency caseloads. 
It is presumed that relatively fewer of the severely disabled can be 
placed into the competitive labor market than has been the case among 
the non-severely disabled. Therefore, occupations like homemaking and 
unpaid family work should begin to rise in prominence when Fiscal 

Year 1975 data become available. 


Further trends for other occupations are shown in Table 1. For instance, 
clerical jobs accounted for 11.0 percent of the placements of rehabili- 
tated clients in Fiscal Year 1974, up from a low of 9.9 percent in 
Fiscal Year 1972. The percentages of sales and semi-skilled industrial 
occupations both stayed around the 4 percent mark during the eight-year 
period, the former a little above 4 percent and the latter a little below 
that level. Farming occupations declined steadily from 4.7 percent in 
Fiscal Year 1967 to 2.9 percent in Fiscal Year 1974. Skilled industrial 
occupations exhibited an irregularly higher share of all the jobs 

of rehabilitated clients, growing from 8.6 percent in Fiscal Year 1967 


to 9.5 percent in Fiscal Year 1974.

Perhaps most noteworthing feature of the list of 59 occupations found 
in Table 2 is the diversity of these occupations into which rehabili- 
tated clients were placed in Fiscal Years 1973 and 1974. This variety 
is necessarily reflective of the differing abilities, experiences, 
needs and impairments exhibited by handicapped clients. | 


Service occupations accounted for 20.4 percent of the placements in 
Fiscal Year 1974, and 20.9 percent in Fiscal Year 1973. Leading among 
the service occupations and accounting for more than 10,000 rehabili- 
tations in both years were food and beverage preparation, miscellaneous 
personal service, building service and domestic service. Occupations 
in food and beverage preparation (which exceeded 19,000 in both years) 
led all other non-industrial categories in volume of placements. 


In Fiscal Year 1974, 10.6 percent of the rehabilitated clients, compared 
to 10.1 percent in Fiscal Year 1973, were placed into professional, 
technical and managerial jobs. Occupations in the fields of education 
(more than 6,000 rehabilitations in both years) and medicine and 

health (more than 5,000 rehabilitations in both years) led the pro- 
fessional category. 


Homemaking was one of the leading types of occupations, accounting for 
13.6 percent of the rehabilitated persons in Fiscal Year 1974, and 14.0 
percent in Fiscal Year 1973. Although homemaking is not a paid 
occupation, it is often directly or indirectly related to the economic 
improvement of the rehabilitated client. As mentioned earlier, the 
growing share of the severely disabled among all clients can be expected 
to lead to increasing numbers of homemaker rehabilitations in the near 
future. 


Working in clerical jobs were 11.0 percent of the rehabilitated population 
in Fiscal Year 1974, and 10.3 percent in Fiscal Year 1973. Stenography- 
typing-filing showed the largest representation in this category, over 
13,000 cases in both years, followed by computing and account-recording, 
about 10,000 in both years.

During Fiscal Year 1976 a total of 303,328 persons were 
rehabilitated by State vocational rehabilitation agencies. 
This represented a decrease of 6.4 percent from the 
32,039. individuals rehabilitated in Fiscal Year 1975 and 
the second consecutive year that a significant decrease 
in the number of persons rehabilitated occurred. 


Although Nationally the number of persons rehabilitated 
during the first quarter of Fiscal Year'1976 was greater 
than for the same period of the prior fiscal year, 
decreases in rehabilitations for the remainder of Fiscal 
Year 1976 (except for the month of December) were great 
enouvie bo ellect al annual decrease. Only two regions, 
Dende. oad wan OVerad | annual increase vin the number of 
rehabilitatwons. 


The 43,379 rehabilitations reported in June 1976 represented 
the lowest number of rehabilitations for the month of June 
since 1969 while the 303,328 total rehabilitations reported 
nationally for FY 1976 reflected the smallest number of 
persons rehabilitated since ar Year 1971.

CONTENT : In July, 1976, the first month of the transitional budget 


period, State agencies rehabilitated 14,344 persons, an 
increase of eight percent over the 13,281 rehabilitations 
recorded in July, 1975. Gains in seven of the ten regions 
were reported. 


Prior to July, 1976, the last month when there were more 
rehabilitations than in the same month in the previous year 
was December, 1975. In only two of the last ten months, 

were rehabilitations greater than in the same month one year 
earlier. It is much too early to determine whether the July, 
1976 results signal a trend toward increases in rehabilitations 
relative to the prior year.

budget period, State agencies rehabilitated 29,789 persons, 

a decrease of 10.1 percent from the 33,140 rehabilitations in 
July and August, 1975. Considerable variation was noted among 
the State agencies. Some experienced sharp declines in the two 
month period while others showed large increases in rehabilitations. 


Rehabilitations reported in August, 1976 numbered 15,439, a 
decline of 22.3 percent from the 19,859 rehabilitations 
recorded in August, 1975. The August, 1976 total was the 
lowest number of rehabilitations for any August since 1970.

Income Program (SSI),"' Fiscal Year 1976 


The report covering Fiscal Year 1976 caseload information 
for the SSDI and SSI components of the VR programs is 
attached. 


During Fiscal Year 1976, State agencies rehabilitated 
22,768 beneficiaries of SSDI payments, an increase of 

1.9 percent from Fiscal Year 1975. Of these cases, 
12,826, or 56.3 percent, were reported by State agencies 
as having met the special selection criteria permitting 
the use of Trust Funds for VR services. This represented 
an increase of 1.9 percent from Fiscal Year 1975. Among 
non-SSDI beneficiaries, rehabilitations declined by 7.0 
percent during the same period. 


There were 17,260 SSI recipients rehabilitated in Fiscal 
Year 1976, a gain of 22.3 percent from Fiscal Year 1975. 
As reported by State agencies, 8,320, or 48.2 percent 
of these cases, had met the special selection criteria 
permitting the use of SSI funds for VR services, a gain 
of 29.3 percent from Fiscal Year 1975. This contrasts 
with a 7.7 percent decline in the number of non-SSI 
recipients rehabilitations effected during the same 
period.

As reported by the State agencies for Fiscal Year 1976, 12,826 of the 
rehabilitated SSDI beneficiaries and 8,320 of the SSI recipients were 
classified as having met the special selection criteria, permitting the 
use of Trust Funds or SSI monies for VR services. These represent 
increases of 1.9 percent and 29.3 percent, respectively, over comparable 
cases reported by State agencies in Fiscal Year 1975. 


During Fiscal Year 1976, State agencies rehabilitated 22,768 SSDI 
beneficiaries, up 1.9 percent from the 22,336 rehabilitated in Fiscal 

Year 1975, and 17,260 SSI recipients, up 22.3 percent from the 14,113 rehabili- 
tated in Fiscal Year 1975. The unduplicated count of SSDI/SSI rehabilitations 
in Fiscal Year 1976 was 36,604. The overlap of 3,424 represents dual cases, 
that is, rehabilitated persons in receipt of both SSDI and SSI payments at 

some time while they were in the VR process.

Of the 19,422 cases rehabilitated in Fiscal Year 1976 which, according to 
State agency reports, had met the special selection criteria for either 
Trust Funds or SSI funding, 12,826 or 66.0 percent, were Trust Funds cases, 
and 8,320 or 42.8 percent, were SSI-funded cases. The overlap is caused 
by 1,724, (8.9 percent) dual cases. Similar percentages were observed 
among cases not rehabilitated and cases which remained in agency caseloads 
on June 30, 1976.

The 78,063 SSDI beneficiaries and the 53,924 SSI recipients served (Statuses 
10 to 30) who were reported by State agencies to have met the special 
select®¥on criteria, represented increases of 12.1 percent and 41.0 percent, 
respectively, over the number served in Fiscal Year 1975. 


Altogether, there were 122,304 SSDI beneficiaries and 92,811 SSI recipients 
served by State agencies in Fiscal Year 1976. They represented increases 
of 11.0 percent and 32.0 percent, respectively, over Fiscal Year 1975 totals.

On June 30, 1976, there were 72,223 unduplicated SSDI/SSI cases in the 
referral and applicant statuses, down 6.0 percent from June 30, 1975. 


The unduplicated number of SSDI/SSI cases in extended evaluation on June 30, 
1976 came to 10,951, up 17.6 percent over June 30, 1975. 


During Fiscal Year 1976, the unduplicated number of SSDI/SSI cases not 
accepted for VR services numbered 141,498, an increase of 4.2 percent over 


Fiscal Year 1975.

-Of the 206,722 SSI recipients in agency caseloads at any time (Statuses 
00-30) during Fiscal Year 1976, 20,738, or 10.0 percent, were recipients 
by reason of blindness. The blind representation was 5.3 percent among 
the not accepted SSI cases, 6.9 percent among the not rehabilitated, and 
17.2 percent among the rehabilitated. Out of 4,045 SSI-blind closures 
from the active statuses, 2,976, or 73.3 percent, were rehabilitated 
closures. This contrasted with a rehabilitation rate of only 49.5 percent 
for the non-blind SSI recipients whose active cases were closed in Fiscal 
Year 1976.

In Fiscal Year 1976, Pennsylvania general led all agencies in the number 
of SSDI rehabilitations meeting the special selection criteria (1,153) 
followed by California (995). The proportion of SSDI beneficiaries 
reported by State agencies as special selection criteria cases ranged 
from 86.0 percent in Alabama to 28.4 percent in Wyoming, among general 
agencies, and from 83.3 percent in Arkansas to 10.8 percent in Missouri, 
among blind agencies.

California led all agencies in Fiscal Year 1976 in the number of SSI 
rehabilitations meeting the special selection criteria (1,211) followed by 
New York general (541). State agencies reported proportions of special 
selection criteria cases among their SSI recipients ranging from 79.2 
percent in the District of Columbia to 13.9 percent in Rhode Island, among 
general agencies, and from 91.7 percent in Arkansas to 7.7 percent in Iowa, 
among blind agencies.

The purpose of this Program Instruction is to revise the 
January 1, 1977 reporting date as specified in Program 
Instruction Memorandum RSA-PI-76-39, dated July 22, 1976, 
for submitting Fiscal Year 1976 reports on the General 
Standards for the Evaluation of Vocational Rehabilitation 
Programs and Projects. 


A contract has been awarded to J.W.K. International 
Corporation to analyze the FY 1974 and 1975 data submitted 
by the State agencies. Results of the J.W.K. analysis 
should be available by the end of February 1977 and 

received by the States in March. In order to provide States 
with feedback on the analysis of their initial reports and 
to assist States in preparing their reports based on 

FY 1976 data, the January 1, 1977 reporting date has been 
delayed. 


By June 1, 1977, State agencies should submit a copy of 
their FY 1976 report on the Standards. Reporting require- 
ments for FY 1976 reports on the General Standards are 
specified in Program Instruction RSA-PI-76-39. FY '76 
reports are for the period July 1, 1975 through June 30, 1976. 
They do not include the interim period July - September 1976.

number of rehabilitations were reflected in 40 agencies. 


Rehabilitations reported in September 1976 numbered 
19,417, a decline of 17.9 percent from the 23,651 
rehabilitations recorded in September 1975.

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Trends in the Rehabilitation of Public Assistance Recipients, 
Fiscal Years 1972 through 1976 


The attached report provides national, regional and State 
data on the performance of the vocational rehabilitation 
program in rehabilitating public assistance recipients 
during Fiscal Years 1972 through 1976- 


In Fiscal Year 1976, State agencies rehabilitated 57,104 
persons who had been public assistance recipients at some 
time during the vocational rehabilitation process. This was 
6 percent fewer than the 60,798 rehabilitated in Fiscal 
Year 1975. A similar decline of 6 percent occurred in total 
rehabilitations during the period. 


The proportion of public assistance recipients among all 
rehabilitated persons leveled off at 18.8 percent during 
Fiscal Years 1975 and 1976, after reaching a high of 19.6 
percent in Fiscal Year 1974. 


The number of rehabilitated public assistance clients per 
10,000 public assistance recipients of working age was 94.6 
in Fiscal Year 1976, the lowest rate during the five-year 
period covered by this report. 


For present purposes, a public assistance recipient is a 

person who, at some time while a client of a State VR agency, 
received a cash public assistance payment directly or whose 
family received such a payment on behalf of the client. Types 
of public assistance include Supplemental Security Income (SSI), 
Aid to Families with Dependent Children (AFDC), and General 
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TRENDS IN THE REHABILITATION OF PUBLIC ASSISTANCE RECIPIENTS, FISCAL 
YEARS 1972 THROUGH 1976 


HIGHLIGHTS 


Table 1. shows the number of persons rehabilitated who were receiving 
public assistance payments at any time during the VR process. From 
Fiscal Year 1972 to Fiscal Year 1974, the number of public assistance 
rehabilitations increased rapidly from 51,084 to 70,656 and then 
declined to 57,104 in Fiscal Year 1976. The leading agencies in 
absolute numbers of rehabilitated public assistance clients for the 
five-year period were California, Pennsylvania, and Texas which 
accounted for one-quarter of all the public assistance rehabilitations 
in Fiscal Years 1975 and 1976. 


Table 2 presents the relative changes in the number of public assistance 
recipients rehabilitated each fiscal year since 1972. Public assistance 
rehabilitations declined nationally, by 6 percent in Fiscal Year 1976 
and by 14 percent in Fiscal Year 1975. (Total rehabilitations declined 
by 6 percent in Fiscal Year 1976, and by 10 percent in Fiscal Year 1975.) 
Decreases occurred in all Regions and 43 States in Fiscal Year 1975, and 
seven of the ten Regions and 31 State agencies in Fiscal Year 1976. 
Among the three big contributors, Pennsylvania, and Texas recorded small 
increases of 3 and 6 percent, respectively, in the number of public 
assistance rehabilitations from Fiscal Year 1975 to Fiscal Year 1976, 
while California experienced a decrease of 10 percent. 


Table 3 shows ‘public assistance recipients as a proportion of total 
rehabilitations. The proportion of public assistance recipients among 
all rehabilitated clients leveled off at 18.8 percent during Fiscal 
Years 1975 and 1976, after declining from 19.6 percent in Fiscal Year 
1974. In Fiscal Year 1976, public assistance rehabilitations as a 
proportion of total rehabilitations ranged from 5.6 percent in the 
Virgin Islands to 39.3 percent in Hawaii. 


Table 4 shows the number of public assistance clients rehabilitated per 
10,000 public assistance recipients of working age. The rate for the 
country as a whole climbed steadily from 117 in Fiscal Year 1972 to 144 
in Fiscal Year 1974, only to fall back to 113 in Fiscal Year 1975, and 
to 95 in Fiscal Year 1976. All regions in Fiscal Year 1975, and all 
but Region X in Fiscal Year 1976 experienced a decline. It should be 
noted that while public assistance rehabilitations declined by 6 percent 
from 61,000 in Fiscal Year 1975 to 57,000 in Fiscal Year 1976, the 
public assistance total caseload increased from 5.2 million in July, 
1974 to over 6.0 million in July, 1975, a 15 percent gain overall.

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SUBJECT: Preliminary Report on Characteristics of Clients 
Rehabilitated during Fiscal Year 1976 


CONTENT: The attached report contains preliminary national 
information pertaining to the socio-economic and 
program-related characteristics of clients rehabili- 
tated during Fiscal Year 1976. Similar information 
for the four preceding years, Fiscal Years 1972-1975, 
is also included to facilitate fiscal year comparisons 
and to highlight trends. Items 31 and 32 deal with 
the reasons for closure associated with individuals 
closed prematurely from the vocational rehabilitation 
process either not accepted (Status 08 closures) or not 
rehabilitated (Status 28 and 30 closures). 


The Fiscal Year 1976 coverage of 271,956 or 90 percent 
of the 303,328 rehabilitated cases is unusually high 

for a preliminary report. However, despite this high 
level of coverage, it is anticipated that there will be 
a final report which will be even more comprehensive and 
which will include absolute numbers in addition to per- 
centages and averages. Meanwhile, this report furnishes 
percentages which will differ only slightly, if at all, 
from those shown in the final report.

in preparing this report.

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HIGHLIGHTS 


Age at referral-- There was no significant change in the distribution 
of rehabilitated clients by age at the time of referral throughout the 
five-year period from Fiscal Year 1972 to Fiscal Year 1976. The mean 
age hovered about 32 years for the entire period. 


Sex-- The proportion of female clients rose from 43 percent in Fiscal 
Year 1973 to a high of 47 percent in Fiscal Year 1975 and remained at 
that level in Fiscal Year 1976. 


Race-- Roughly one of every four clients rehabilitated during Fiscal 
Year 1976 was a member of a minority racial group. This was the highest 
proportion ever recorded for minority group members and reflected a 
steady increase in clients of oriental extraction who are classified 

as "other" in the percentage distribution. 


Spanish surname-- Individuals with a Spanish surname accounted for 
roughly 6 percent of the total group for each of the five years. 


Highest grade of school completed-- The proportion of clients with a 
high school education increased approximately one percentage point 


annually from 38 percent in Fiscal Year 1972 to 42 percent in Fiscal 
Year 1976, while those completing eight grades or less decreased from 
23 percent to 18 percent. The typical client with a regular education 
who was rehabilitated during Fiscal Year 1976 had completed 10.5 grades. 


Number of dependents-- There was a shift in the percentage of clients 
who were heads of-households with dependents. Their representation 
among all rehabilitated clients rose from 62 percent in Fiscal Year 1972 
to 65 percent in Fiscal Year 1975 and then dropped just slightly to 

64 percent in Fiscal Year 1976. This increase was at the expense of 
clients with four or more dependents who dropped proportionately from 

10 percent in Fiscal Year 1972 to 7 percent in Fiscal Year 1975. The 
average number of dependents for those clients with dependents dropped 
slightly to 2.5 from 2.7 over for the five-year period. 


Number in family-- The relative number of one-person families increased 
considerably during the five-year period. Such individuals accounted 

for nearly one of every four clients (24 percent) in Fiscal Year 1976, 

as compared to one of every five (20 percent) in Fiscal Year 1972. 
Conversely, the proportion of individuals from families consisting of 

six or more persons declined steadily from 19 percent in Fiscal Year 

1972 to 16 percent in Fiscal Year 1976. As with the number of dependents, 
family size declined slightly over the five-year period from 3.6 to 3.4 
members. 
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Monthly family income-- The combined income of the members of families 
of rehabilitated clients averaged $264 per month. There was an appreci- 
able increase in the relative number of clients from families with 
incomes of $600 per month or more (16 percent in Fiscal Year 1976 vs. 

12 percent in Fiscal Year 1972). 


Marital status-- In each of the five years, clients who had never married 
comprised the bulk of the total group (43 to 46 percent). A two-percentage 
point decrease in the proportion of married clients from 36 percent in 
Fiscal Year 1972 to 34 percent in Fiscal Year 1976 was offset by a 

similar increase in the proportion of divorced clients which rose from 

9 percent in Fiscal Year 1972 to 11 percent in Fiscal Year 1976. 


Veteran status-- Veterans comprised 2 to 3 percent of all rehabilitated 
clients in Fiscal Years 1976 and 1975, the only years for which such 
information is available. 


Primary source of support-- Although the proportion of clients dependent 
on them declined (47 percent in Fiscal Year 1976 vs. 51 percent in Fiscal 
Year 1972), family and friends was the largest single primary source of 
support for rehabilitated clients at the time of referral. The next 
most popular source of support was current earnings which dropped from 

19 vercent to 16 percent from Fiscal Year 1972 to Fiscal Year 1974 and 
then resumed the 19 percent level in Fiscal Years 1975 and 1976. Public 
assistance and public institutions, combined, were the primary source 

of support for one of every five clients throughout the five-year period, 
but there was a shift in their respective proportions. Public assistance 
recipients increased from 10 percent in Fiscal Year 1972 to 13 percent 

in Fiscal Year 1976, while those supported by public institutions declined 
from 10 percent to 8 percent. From Fiscal Year 1972 to Fiscal Year 1976, 
the percentage of clients dependent on SSDI benefits doubled from 2 
percent to 4 percent, the highest level since Fiscal Year 1969. 


Source of referral-- Changes in the percentage distribution of rehabilitated 
clients by source of referral from Fiscal Year 1972 to Fiscal Year 1976 
were slight. Referrals by individuals, including the client, were the 
major source of referral accounting for 32 to 35 percent of the total 
group. The next largest source was educational institutions (15 to 16 
percent) followed by hospitals and sanatoriums (11 to 14 percent). The 
most substantial change was registered for mental hospital referrals 
which declined from 8 percent to 5 percent from Fiscal Year 1972 to Fiscal 
Year 1976. A steady proportionate increase in referrals from the Social 
Security Administration was noted, from 3 to 5 percent during the five - 
year period. 


Major disabling condition-- From reports other than the Case Service 
Report (Form RSA~-300), it is known that the severely disabled became more 
prominent among all rehabilitated clients (40.5 percent in Fiscal Year 
1976 vs. 35.7 percent in Fiscal Year 1975 and 31.6 percent in Fiscal 
Year 1974). This trend, however, does not clearly show up in the major 
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disabling conditions of rehabilitated clients. For example, the pro- 
portion who were rehabilitated in Fiscal Year 1976 and were blind rose 
to 3.2 percent, the highest proportion in eight years. On the other 
hand, the percent who were deaf remained at 2 percent for the fourth 
year in a row. Both the blind and the deaf are automatically classified 
as severely disabled. 


Also, the generally non-severe category of "other character, personality, 
and behavior disorders" declined for the second year in a row, this 

time to about 11 percent. However, the generally severe grouping of 
"psychotic disorders" declined for the second consecutive year reaching 
4.7 percent, the lowest level in six years. 


Another example of conflicting trends may be seen in the mental retardation 
and dental condition categories. The moderate and severe mentally retarded 
groups, both automatically classified as severely disabled, rose to their 
highest levels since Fiscal Year 1967 when these classes were first 
defined. On the other hand, persons "disabled" by "conditions of the 

teeth or supporting structures''-a category quite unlikely to encompass 
severely disabled persons- rose for the second year in a row, after 
striking a low of 4 percent in Fiscal Year 1974. 


Primary cause of major disabling conditions-- Accidents and injuries were 
the dominant causes of amputations (66 to 69 percent of the total during 


the five-year period) and roughly half of the orthopedic impairments 

(50 to 53 percent). Non-infectious diseases and congenital conditions 
most often caused hearing impairments while visual impairments were most 
commonly the result of disease. 


15-16. Public assistance status-- The representation of individuals who were 
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receiving public assistance at the time of referral among the total group 
increased by at least 1 percentage point per year from Fiscal Year 1968 
to Fiscal Year 1972 and by 2 to 3 percentage points from Fiscal Year 1972 
to Fiscal Year 1974 when it reached a high of 19 percent. Since Fiscal 
Year 1974, the proportion of such clients has remained at the 19-percent 
level. One of every eight (12 percent) rehabilitated clients was on 
public assistance at the time of case closure in Fiscal Year 1976, as 
compared to one of every 13 (8 percent) in Fiscal Year 1972. The 
difference in total monthly assistance payments at the time of referral 
to the time of case closure amounted to $2.6 million for recipients 
rehabilitated in Fiscal Year 1976. 


Time on public assistance rolls at referral-- Of every 100 clients who 
were rehabilitated during Fiscal Year 1976 and receiving public assistance 


at referral, roughly 30 had been receiving payments for less than six 
months. This was down from a high of 34 percent in Fiscal Year 1973. 
Clients who were receiving public assistance at referral for at least 
three years accounted for 23 to 28 percent of the total group during 

the five-year period. 
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18-19. Work status-- Only 18 percent of the clients rehabilitated during 
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Fiscal Year 1976 were wage or salaried workers in the competitive labor 
market or sheltered workshops at referral. By the time of case closure, 
the proportion of wage or salaried workers had more than quadrupled to 
79 percent. The representation of homemakers which had been declining 
steadily since Fiscal Year 1971 and had dipped to slightly less than 

14 percent in Fiscal Year 1974 inched up to 16 percent in Fiscal Years 
1975 and 1976. This increase probably reflects the larger proportion 
of severely disabled clients who are more likely than the non-severely 
disabled to be rehabilitated as homemakers. 


Occupation at closure-- Although placements in industrial occupations were 
the most common types of placements throughout the five-year period, 

the 30 percent registered for them in Fiscal Years 1975 and 1976 was 
considerably lower then the 34 percent in Fiscal Years 1973 and 1974. 
Roughly 20 percent of all rehabilitated clients were engaged in service 
occupations, which comprised the second largest occupational grouping 

for each year. From Fiscal Year 1973, the proportion of clients placed 
into professional, technical and managerial employment moved up from 

10 percent to 12 percent in Fiscal Years 1975 and 1976. 


21-22. Weekly earnings-- At the time of case closure, 83 percent of the clients 
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rehabilitated in Fiscal Year 1976 were wage earners. This compares to 
only 17 percent at the time of referral. From the time of referral to 
the time of closure, the aggregate weekly earnings of rehabilitated clients 
increased roughly 5-fold from $4.5 million to $24.4 million. The mean 
weekly earnings of all clients reporting earnings (including those with 
no earnings) were $17 at referral and $91 at closure, a gain of $74 per 
week. One particularly noteworthy aspect of rehabilitated clients' 
earnings is the steep increase in clients with earnings in excess of 

$100 per week. Some 44 percent of the clients rehabilitated in Fiscal 
Year 1976 were in the higher wage brackets. This compares very favorably 
to the 25 percent registered in Fiscal Year 1972. 


Type of case service provided-- The proportions of clients provided 
restoration and training were virtually equal in Fiscal Year 1972 (47 per- 


cent vs. 49 percent). However, from Fiscal Year 1972 to Fiscal Year 
1976 the relative number of clients provided restoration decreased while 
the number trained increased to the point where in Fiscal Year 1976 there 
was a 10-percentage-point gap in these two basic types of services (52 
percent for training vs. 42 percent for restoration). From Fiscal Year 
1972 to Fiscal Year 1976 inc -eases occurred also in certain types of 
training such as college or iniversity (10 percent to 12 percent), other 
academic (3 percent to 5 percent), and personal adjustment (21 percent 
to 24 percent). The proport on of clients receiving maintenance during 
the course of their rehabili*ation also increased from 19 percent in 
Fiscal Year 1972 to 23 perce:t in Fiscal Year 1976. 
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Cost of case services-- Fiscal Year 1976 marked the second consecutive 
year of average costs above the $1,000 level. State agencies spent an 
average of $1,047 to provide case services to clients rehabilitate during 
that year. The five-year percentage distribution shows a slow but steady 
decline in frequencies associated with the lower costs while the propor- 
tion of clients served at costs of $1,000 and over increased substantially 
from 22 percent in Fiscal Year 1972 to 31 percent in Fiscal Year 1976. 


Severely disabled status-- Roughly 41 percent of the 303,328 individuals 
rehabilitated during Fiscal Year 1976 were severely disabled. As 
indicated in paragraph 13 above, this reflects a steady increase since 
Fiscal Year 1974 in the percentage of rehabilitated clients who were 
severely disabled. 


SSDI _ status at closure-- Roughly one of every eight clients rehabilitated 
during Fiscal Year 1976 was an applicant for SSDI benefits at the time 
of case closure. Over half (54 percent) of the SSDI applicants rehabili- 
tated in Fiscal Year 1976 were receiving benefits when their cases were 
closed. The remaining clients were non-receipients either because their 
applications had been denied or were pending or because their benefits 
had been terminated. 


Prior rehabilitation experience-- About 9 percent of the clients rehabili- 
tated in each of the five years had been previously closed from the 
rehabilitation process. More than two-thirds of them had been closed 
rehabilitated, while the remainder had been unsuccessful in their previous 
attempt at rehabilitation. 


28-30. Length of time required for rehabilitation-- The total number of months 
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from referral to rehabilitation closure remained at about 20 months from 
Fiscal Year 1972 to Fiscal Year 1974, rose slightly to 22 months in 
Fiscal Year 1975 and then dipped to 21 months in Fiscal Year 1976. The 
proportion of clients spending less than four months in the active case- 
load (from acceptance to closure) decreased appreciably from 16 percent 
in Fiscal Year 1972 to 9 percent in Fiscal Year 1976. During the five- 
year period, the average number of months required for the training phase 
of the rehabilitation process ranged between 15 to 17 months. 


Reasons for non-acceptances-- Reasons which reflect a breakdown in the 
relationship between the client and the State agency were most frequently 
recorded for non-acceptances. Of every 100 cases not accepted in Fiscal 
Year 1976, 70 were closed for reasons which suggested alienation or 
disinterest. This compares to 65 percent in Fiscal Year 1972. From 
Fiscal Year 1975 to Fiscal Year 1976 the relative number of cases not 
accepted because the disability was too severe dipped from 14 percent to 
11 percent. This decline might be linked to the recent emphasis on 
service to the severely disabled which encourages agencies to accept these 
clients who might have been denied services in the past. It appears that 
the 5 percent registered in Fiscal Year 1975 for "all other reasons" may 
have been a fluke caused by erroneous reporting. In Fiscal Year 1976, the 
"411 other" category resumed the 2 percent level of previous years.

Reasons for not rehabilitated closures-- As in the case of non-acceptances, 
unsuccessful closures from the active caseload generally were the result 
of unsatisfactory client-agency relationships. Seventy-one percent of 
all not rehabilitated closures in Fiscal Year 1976 stemmed from such 
reasons as the client's refusal to cooperate or make himself available 

for services. Also, as in the case of non-acceptances, “handicap too 
severe'' was used as a reason less frequently in Fiscal Year 1976 than 

in Fiscal Year 1972 (15 percent vs. 10 percent). For the second con- 
secutive year, "all other reasons"! accounted for over 10 percent of all 
unsuccessful closures as contrasted to only 2 to 3 percent in the pre- 
ceding years. At this time, there is no explanation for the escalation 

in the use of the "all other reasons" category. If it continues, however, 
there may be a need for a revised listing of reasons for not rehabilitated 
closures.
